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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 and 9 lack antecedent and frame of reference for "the closed height". 
Claim 5 is apparently incorrect for -wherein one of the roof parts (6;7)~ as the rear part 
7 cannot move independently of the part 3, the latter blocks its movement. 
Claim 10 lacks antecedent for "swivel arms" as in -said swivel arms-. 
Claim 1 1 is conditional and contrary to statute in "can be" for -is divided-. 
Claim 9 is confusing as it overlaps claim 1 in scope in the term "exactly two roof parts". 
"At least two roof parts" encompasses exactly two. See comments below. 
Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the " when the rear roof part is 
opened, the rear roof part is lowered into the automobile body for providing space for passing 
the front roof parts therethrough, so that the rear roof part does not protrude above the closed 
height of the automobile body", claims 1 and 9, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
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should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Double Patenting 

4. Applicant is advised that should claim 1 be found allowable, claim 9 will be objected to 
under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application 
are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a 
slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

5. The comments above are incorporated herein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. Claims 10-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the double patenting objection 
and rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Restudying the language of the claims and the disclosure results in a reevaluation of the claims 
in that the term " when the rear roof part is opened, the rear roof part is lowered into the 
automobile body for providing space for passing the front roof parts therethrough, so that the 
rear roof part does not protrude above the closed height of the automobile body" is reevaluated 
to see that the "so that.." clause is modifying the "when the rear roof part is opened" and does 
not stand alone and hence refer to a fully lowered position of the rear roof part. 

9. As a result, the reference to Schutt, US 6,647,832 does not have this height limitation 
disclosed. The reference to Schutt, US 6,572,175, lacks the claimed nearly vertical orientation 
of the front roof parts. The reference to FR2694245, cited by applicant, and the newly cited 
reference to Tuchiya lack the claimed independently movable roof part.

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims above have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
